"What  really  pricked  my 
interest  in  this  subject  initially 
was  learning  that  science  essen¬ 
tially  abandons  the  scientific 
metnod  when  it  deals  with  ori¬ 
gins  science,"  Calvert  told  the 
six-member  subcommittee  of 
the  19-member  board  during  a 
30-minute  presentation. 

"Darwinian  evolution  assumes 
as  a  starting  point  that  the 
unsupported  hypothesis  of 
chemical  evolution  is  true." 

Calvert  also  noted,  "The 
effect  of  modem  origins  science 
is  to  imbue  a  belief  in  natural¬ 
ism"  —  evolution's  "doctrine 
that  all  phenomena  result  only 
from  natural  processes  and  not 
by  design." 

"According  to  a  naturalistic 
worldview,"  ne  said,  "we  are 
mere  occurrences  that  just  hap¬ 
pen  without  purpose.’ 

Discussion  of  intelligent 
design  is  essentially  censored 
when  it  is  kept  out  of  the  class¬ 
room,  Calvert  also  said.
